In addition to b la z in g trails for other boys in the world of 
achievement, lite Boy Scouts of Eagle rank are blazing trails 
through the beauties of western wilds. 
The work that Eagle Scouts have done in trail-building rn 
the national parks for several seasons was praised in a recent 
statement by the Department of the Interior- 
“Eagle Scout 
Trails” now exist in Glacier, Yellowstone, and Mount Rainier 
National Parks, it was stated. 
The work accomplished last year in Glacier Park is typical. 
Cheers" and

the government statement said. 
A hand of 39 Eagle S co u ts 
from widely separated geographical localities including Penn­ 
sylvania, New York, and Massachusetts as well as most of the 
northwestern and several middle western States, reported, in 
the park in August and spent two weeks in construction of a 
primary trail for heavy horse travel. 
In all a total of 3,600 feet 
of trail was built. 
The work was done under the supervision of a Government 
trail foreman. 
The Scouts constructed about 300 feet more 
trail than the park engineers expected would he accomplished 
in the allotted time. 
The only cost to the Government for the work was sub­ 
sistence of the boys and the furnishing of transportation, tools, 
and tentage. The Scouts donated their services. 
After finishing their work in Glacier Park the Scouts visit­ 
ed the neighboring Blackfeet Reservation where two members 
of the party, one of the leaders and a scout elected by the boys 
themselves, were adopted into the Blackfeet Tribe. 
This work provides experience of great value to the boys 
and these trails will be lasting monuments to their achievement.

'A wage survey just completed in Constantinople is quite 
appropriate when considering foreign commodities placed on 
the American market and foreign labor is pitted against that 
of American. 
The survey showed girls of 6 and 7 years bending over 
embroidery frames making minute crosss stitches and hem- 
stitchinf blouses. 
For this labor the wage scale commences at 
one cent per hour. 
Children are found working in cigaret fac­ 
tories. 
More than half of these children were found to be 
subnormal physically and mentally. 
One hotel worker, a boy, was given to eat what was left 
on the patron’s plates. 
In one beauty parlor a child worked 
12 to 14 hours for a weekly wage of about 80 cents American 
money, while m en’s wages ranged from 846 to $48 per month, 
and women from $12 to $20. 
All one has to do to believe in the American protective 
tariff is to contrast this condition with that of tile American 
scale of wages and living—American ideals and the American 
home.

BOY SCOUTS BLA ZIN G TR A ILS 


In addition to blazing trails for other boys in the world of 
achievement, tile Boy Scouts of Eagle rank are blazing’ trails 
through the beauties of western wilds. 
The work that Bagle Scouts have done in trail-building hi 
tile national parks for several seasons was praised in a recent 
.statement bv the Department of tile Interior* 
“Eagle Scout 
Trails” now exist in Glacier. Yellowstone, and Mount Rainier 
National Parks, it was stated. 
The work accomplished last year in Glacier Park is typical. 
tile government statement said. 
A band of 39 Eagle Scorns 
from widely separated geographical localities including Penn- 
Sylvania, New York, and Massachusetts as well as most of the 
northwestern and several middle western States, reported, in 
the park in August and spent two weeks in construction of a 
primary trail tor heavy horse travel. 
In all a total of 3.600 feet 
of trail was built. 
The work was done under the supervision of a Government 
trail foreman. 
The Scouts constructed about 300 feet more 
trail than the park engineers expected would he accomplished 
in the allotted time. 
l’hc only cost to the Government for the work was sub­ 
sistence of the boys and the furnishing of tr a n sp o rta l^ , tools, 
and tentage. 
The Scouts donated their services. 
After finishing their work in Glacier Park the Scouts visit­ 
ed tile neighboring Blackfeet Reservation where two members 
of the party, one of the leaders and a scout elected bv the boys 
themselves, were adopted into the Blackfeet Tribe. 
I his work provides experience of great value to tile bors 
and these trails will be lasting monuments to their achievement. 


W O R K IN G C O N D IT IO N S A B R O A D 


A wage survey just completed in Constantinople is quite 
appropriate when considering foreign commodities placed on 
the American market and foreign labor is pitted against that 
of American. 


The survey showed girls of 6 and 7 years bending over 
embroidery frames making minute crosss stitches and hem- 
stitchinf blouses. 
For this labor the wage scale commences at 
one cent per hour. 
Children are found working in cigaret fac­ 
tories. 
More than half of these children were found to be 
subnormal physically and mentally. 
One hotel worker, a boy, was given to eat what was left 
on the patron’s plates. 
In one beauty parlor a child worked 
12 to 14 hours for a weekly wage of about 80 c e n t s American 
money, while m en’s wages ranged from $46 to 848 per month, 
and women from $12 to $20.
